RESOLUTION 

No. 5 (12)/85-Comp.—^The Government of India have 
had under consideration the formulation of an integrated 
poiticy for the Electronics Industry. As a first step in that 
direction, the President has been pleased to decide that the 
following INTEGRATED POUCY MEASURES ON ELEC¬ 
TRONICS shall come into effect: 

1. Broad-banding of Industrial Licences 

Henceforth, to optimally utilize the investments, ‘Brr(ad 
Band’ licences will be issued for the following : 

(i) Entertainment electronics, covering radio receivers, 
tape recorders, two-in-one, amplifiers, record players, 
record changers, TV sets—black & white and colour, 
CCTV systems, but excluding those reserved for * 
small scale industry; 

(ii) Computer ijeriphernls; 

(iii) Electronic test and measuring instruments, exclud¬ 
ing those reserved for sinBll scale industry; and 

(iv) Discrete semiconductor devices. 

2. Policy for VCRIVCP and Microwave Ovens (A separate 

fesolution will be issued in .Jue course.) 

3. Digital Electronic Watches 

The existing Industrial and technology policy for electro¬ 
nic i watches had reserved the marketing of Digital Electronic 
Watches (DEW) to the Central (and State Public Corpora¬ 
tions. 

In view of the changed technology, as a result of which 
very cheap digital electronic watches are now available inter¬ 
nationally, the following has been decided : 

(a) Semiconductor Complex Ltd. (SCL) would be 
allowed to manufacture and sell low cost DEW 
modules to DEW assemblers, both in the State 
Public Sector and Small Scale Units, as well as 
other units engaged in the manufacture of mecha¬ 
nical watches, handicrafts, etc. 

(b) The small scale vmits may be permitted to sell 
low cost DEW or other DEW module based pro¬ 
ducts directly in the market. 

If the demand out-strips the capacity of SCL, a second 
unit in the private sector will be permitted to manufacture 
thes^ modules. 

4) All consumer durable products mentioned in para l(i) 
above would be de-licensed for applicants who will not 
draw on the resources of Financial Institutions. 

5. Qfiality and Reliability 

Government will set up adequate facilities for qualify 
certipctation of electronic consumer durable goods so that 
consjimers are assured of reliable products. 

NOrte : These policy measures were announced in the 
Parliament by the Minister of State for Electronics 
on 21st March, 1985 and notified in the interim, 
tKrough a Press note of the same date. 


6. Liberal Growth 

At the time of issuing industrial licences for any new 
product, the anticipated demand in the forseeable future, 
as well as the techno-commercial viabOity, will be kept in 
mind. The Government will insist on a minimum invest¬ 
ment in capital equipment to ensure (adequate added value 
in the country and technology absorption and development. 
A minimum production capacity will be insisted on. Once 
a licence has been issued, the licence holder will be assured 
of liberal upward growth. 

7. In approving phased manufacturing proerammes, the 
Government will ensure thtat reliance on imported populat¬ 
ed printed circuit boards is reduced and genuine manufac¬ 
ture within the country is encouraged. 

8. Indian Companies including those with foreign equity of 
40% or less, will no longer be debarred from any field of 
electronics which is open to the organised private sector, 
only because of their foreign equity holding. 

9. FERA Comnanies 

Government would welcome foreign equity companies (i.e. 
those having more than 40% foreign equity) to set up 
manufacturing facilities for electronic components, materials 
and other closely held high technologies, where the country 
has not been able to invest sufliciently in research and 
development. 

10. Import of technology would be permitted freely to 
develop an appropriate electronics base in the country. 
However, industries will be encouraged to establish in-house 
technology base so that repeated import of technologies does 
not have to be resorted to. 

11. Location 

Electronics Industry will be allowed to be established in 
any of the permissible locations. Greater efforts will be 
made to develop electronics industry in the hill districts on 
a larger scale. 

12. To plan this indmtry in an integrated manner and 
to ensure minimum drain on our foreign exchange, it is 
necessary to have detailed data from all electronic manu¬ 
facturers, both in the organised and the small scale sectors. 
It is. therefore, proposed to introduce a compulsory sin^e 
proforma which would be submitted by the industrial units, 
once a year, to the Department of Electronics. 

T'3. In order to speed up scrutiny of proposals by finan¬ 
cial institutions, they would be encouraged to set up 
sep(arate cells for electronics and would be invited to parti¬ 
cipate in the project appraisal committees of the Department 
of Electronics. 

14. The Computer Policy announced on 19th November, 
1984 will be suitably extended and applied by the Depart¬ 
ment of Electronics to electronic control instruments, instru¬ 
mentation and systems, industrial and professional electro¬ 
nics, and data communicalion equipment. A separate 
notification will be i.ssued in this regard. 

15. Components 

Electronic component industry has already been de-licens¬ 
ed vide a Press Note issued by Ministry of Industry and 
Company Affairs on 16th March, 1985. In light of this, 
entrepreneurs wishing to set up component industries to 
produce components could register with the DGTD/SIA. 

16. Government had earlier announced that components 
need to be manutoctured in large volume; it is, therefore, 
proposed to de-reservq some of the components which 
today are reserved for the small scale sector. 

17. Normally, manufacture of components is not permit- 
ied from intermediate levels, However, in the case of 
bipolar, linear and digital integrated circuits where heavy 
investments are called for, industry will be permitted, to 
begin with, to (assembly from intermediate stage, provided 
an investment of at least Rs. 5.00 crores is made. 

18. Communicatoins 

In the area of communications, certain product lines were 
thrown open to the private sector as announced by the 
Deputy Minister for Electronics in March, 1984. It was 
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proDOsed earlier that for switching systems, private party’s 
particituti,jn beyond 49% would not he permitted; however, 
considering the limitations of the Governments resources 
and the gap in availability which is likely to emerge in the 
switching area, it is now proposed to set up an ESS factory 
using the technology that is being developed indigenously 
by the Cenlre for Development of Telematics (CDOT). The 
investment of the Govciiiment in this venture would be 
restricted to 26%, 25%, would be offered to a private sector 
party and 49% would be thrown open to the general public. 

19. Research and Developmenl 

In order that our clectrcnics industry in the Eighth Five 
Years Plan does noj have to depend largely on foreign 
technologies as is the position today, the Government has 
taken up several major research and development pro¬ 
grammes. It has set up .a Centre for Development of 
Telematics (CDOT); it has been encoutiaging research 
through the National Radar Council; it is rendering finan¬ 
cial assistance for research in educational institutions and 
public sector enterprises through its Technology Develop¬ 
ment Council. It has recently announced the setting up of 
a Nationtai Microelectronics Council and proposes to set 
up a Centre for Development of materials for electronics.

RESOLUTION 

No. 5(12)/85-CGmp.—^The Government of India have 
had under consideration, the question of reviewing the 
existing policy for manufacture, import and export of com¬ 
puters and computer-based systems. As a first step in that 
direction, the President has been pleased to decide that the 
following revisions be made to the existing policy and pro¬ 
cedure for manufacture, import and export of computers 
and coroputer-basecl systems. 

The revision is broadly aimed at accomplishing the 
following basic objectives ; 

(i) Enable manufacture in the country, of computers 
based on the latest technology, at prices compar¬ 
able with international levels and orogressivelv 
increase indi.eenisation consistent with economic 
viability. 

fii) Simplify existing procedures to enable users to 
obtain computers of their requirements either from 
indigeneous sources or from overseas sources 
mainly regulated through fiscal measures. 

(iii) Promote appropriate applications of computers 
which are of development catalysing nature with 
due; regard for long term benefit of computerisa¬ 
tion to the country as a whole. 


The revised policy and procedures given below pertaining 
to computers and their associated subsystems like periphe¬ 
rals are software and computer-based systems in which the 
computer is a major subsystem. 

A. Manufacture : 

1. All regulatory measures concerning manufacture like 
scrutiny of applications for Letters of Intent, Indus¬ 
trial Licenses, Foreign Collaboration, Phased Manu¬ 
facturing Programmes (PMP) and CG & Raw- 
material imports, will be exercised by the existing 
Inter-Ministerial Standing Committee (IMSC.) under 
the Department of Elactronics (DOE) which has 
been designated for this extended purpose. The 
computer, Computer-Communication and Instru¬ 
mentation (CCI) Wing of the Department of 
Electronics will continue to be the Secretariat for 
this Committee. All applications should also be 
made directly to the CCI Wing of DOE. 

2. Manufacture of micro/mini computers including 
personal computers, microcomputers and VLSI- 
based minicomputers including those based on 32-bit 
chips or equivident (excluding 32 and higher bit 
super mini/mainframe architecture) will be permit¬ 
ted to any Indian company, i.e., wholly owned 
Indian companies and companies having foreign 
equity not exceeding forty percent, in the private 
or public sector. 

3. The manufacture of CPU of mainframes and super 
mini-computers will be reserved for a period of two 
years fpr manufacture by the public sector. The 
precise definition of Mainframe range of computers 
and super minicomputers will be laid down from 
time to time by DOE. 

4. A new classification “Computer and Computer-based 
Systems” will be introduced for the items covered 
under this policy. This new classification will be 
entitled for investment allowance and other incen¬ 
tives available for new industries. Software develop¬ 
ment and manufacture is classified as “Industry”, 
The industry will be exempted from the purview of 
the locational policy etc., in view of its specialised 
high technology nature. 

5. The existing capacity restrictions off the organised 
sector relating to total production value of Rs. 2 
crores per year and of five systems per year 
below Rs. 3 lakhs will be deleted. Manufacture of 
micro and minicomputer systems will be permitted 
without any restriction on capacity except a minimum 
requirement of a vehicle capacity and a phased 
manufacturing programme (PMP), which will result 
in manufacture with as high indigenisation as is 
economically viable. The PMP for pro^essive 
realisation of economically viable indigenisation as 
well as progressive updating of technolo^ would be 
ensured by the Department of Electronics through 
the IMSC. 

6. For companies supplying CPUs, Peripherals and 
other subsystems on original equipment manufacture 
(OEM)basis, liberal import of know-how shall be 

permitted and the excise duty will be kept at rela¬ 
tively low level with appropriate set-off. 

7. A price purchase preference to Public Sector enter¬ 
prises for Government and Public sector purchase of 
computers would be available as per prevailing 
Government policies applicable to this sector. 

8. For Research and Development units recognised by 
DOE. import of designs and drawings will be allow¬ 
ed on OGL. 

9. Adequately liberal import of designs and drawings, 
systems software and utility software will be initially 
permitted for manufacture and later regulated by 
PMP and raw material clearance. All applications 
for such imports should be sent to the CCT-Wing of 
Department of Electronics and will be examined by 
the IMSC. 

NOTE : These policy measures were notified in the interim, 
through a Press Note dated 19th November, 1984. 
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10. The Department of Electronics through IMSC will 
take appropriate measures for the promotion of 
standardisation around certain T.SI /VI,SI chips and 
peripherals with duo regai 1 to indii^ennusly made 
PI oducts. 

11. Import of software, wheic allowed, shall he prefer¬ 
ably in the form of source code. Special encourage¬ 
ment will be given to central purchase of source 
code of software and, distribution within the country. 

12. To be able to manufacture the final product at inter¬ 
nationally competitive prices, it is necessary that 
components would be made available to manufac¬ 
turers at as near international prices as possible. 
Suitable revision of the duty structure on compo¬ 
nents will be recommended by the Department of 
Electronics from time to time based on the follow¬ 
ing principles : Components which are not being 
manufactured in the country and which are not 
expected to be manufactured in the near future, 
will be identified and permitted to be imported at 
very low levels of-import duty. For other compo¬ 
nents which arc manufactured in the country or can 
be manufactured within a .short period, liberal manu¬ 
facturing facilities will be allowed to be set up 
taking advantage of economies of scale. Such com¬ 
ponents will be protected from imports with 
sirfflcientiy high proteotivoi duty. Such duty stnicb 
tures will be recommended from time to lime bv 
the Department of Electronics to the Ministry of 
Finance. 

13. The procedure for import of raw materials and 
components for actual use of the manufacturer would 
be simplified and expedited. Upto a specified time 
limit after the registration of import application with 
the Department of Electronics, the clearance of 
raw materials will be governed by the IMSC which 
shall give a decision within two months of the 
registration of the application, 

14. Computers manufactured in the country will ho 
protected from imports through fiscal measures like 
high protective import duty levels recommended by 
DOE through the IMSC from time to time. Recom¬ 
mendations will be innde to the Ministry of Finnncc 
to progressively reduce the import duties in order 
to encourage reductions in the cost of indigenous 
manufacture. 

15. Procedures will be evolved by DOE through IMSC 
for making indigenous manufacturerhl competitive 
with respect to imports by educational institutions, 
R&D organization^. Defence Establishments and 
other categories of organizations for which direct 
impoit of computers do not attract im.port duty. 

16. A letter of approval will be cancelled if the party 
does not take effective steps within a period stipulat¬ 
ed by the DOF. through IMSC, 

17. All local manufacturers would be encouraged to pro¬ 
vide capability for bilingu.il (Hindi and English) 
inpiit-outpnt facility in the computers manufactured 
by them from 1986 onwards to meet the demand 
from those who are required to use Hindi under 
Official I.nnguagcs Act. 

18. Promotion of applications of computers in any 
social or economic sector will be carried out by 
encouraging selling up of System Engineering Com¬ 
panies in the Public and Private sector without 
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undue constraint as long as the computers and com¬ 
puter subsystem.s arc bouglit from indigenous sources 
as available. 

19, Within the ambit of the above-mentioned, policy 
framework all details of procedures will he laid 
down by the DOF. through the IMSC from time to 
time. The DOE throush Ibe IMSC is also em¬ 
powered to steer the implementation and interpret 
the policies and procedures from time to time. 

B. Import : 

1. The same interministcrial standing committee 
(IMSC) under the DOF. referred to in A(1) will 
examine the applications for import of computers for 
facilitating software exports. For this purpose, 
IMSC will also have a representative of Commerce 
Ministry as a Member. .Ml applications should be 
directly sent to the CCI-Wing of the DOF.. 

2. Import of computers, computer-based systems and 
computer subsystems like peripherals for integrating 
with an imported CPU will be permitted only to 
actual end users. 

3. With liberalisation of dome.stic manufacture, domes¬ 
tic computers will be enabled progressively to com¬ 
pete with imported computers on which a sufficiently 
high protective import duty will be levied. 

Actual users will be permitted to import standardi¬ 
sed BOP systems as complete systems costing leas 
than Rs, 10 lakhs CTF on the basis of liberal pro¬ 
cedures by paying a sufficiently high protective duty. 
This will become effective on Tst April, 1985 when 
the duty rate will also he announced. 

The Department of Electronics w’ill recommend 
progressively lower levels of duty on such imnoila 
from time to lime in order to make local manufac¬ 
ture progressively more competitive with respect to 
equivalent imported systems. 

4. For import of computers and predominantly coropu- 
tcr-ba.scd systems costing move than Rs, 10 lakhs 
r.T.F., the actnal user would he required to apply 
to the Department of Flectionics who would exa¬ 
mine the application from the point of desirability 
of applications, csscutialitv and indigenous availabi¬ 
lity. 

If tire use of tlic compLiter is desirtible and is not 
available indigenously the user will be permitted to 
Import at a low level of duty from a standardised 
list which would be announceci periodically by the 
Department of Electronics. This list would contain 
between 12 and 18 models and will be periodically 
updated. The standardised list will be maintained to 
enable the advantage of bulk purchhse and facilitate 
maintenance and exchange of software. To take 
advantage of the substantial reduction of foreign 
exchange for bulk purchase, the Depaitnicnt of Elec¬ 
tronics would negotiate with the vendors of the 
models in the standardi.sed list and execute a rate 
contract where possible, for a fixed duration of 
time. 

5. Where import of computers or computer subsystems 
are needed as part of a iustified proprietory purchase, 
or as any special purpose computer not available 
from indigenous sources, clearance of the Depart¬ 
ment of Electronics is necessary. A low level of 
duty would apply.

8. Import of application software not available com¬ 
mercially in the country would be permitted to 
actual users with low duty levels on a case to case 
clearance by fjOE. The actual user may avail of 
OGL facility with a stifficiently high protective import 
duty for any software after informing, in writing, 
the Depaitmcnt of Electjonics. In addition, where 
possible, DOF would arrange for centralised import 
of software for distribution to manufacturers and 
users on a no-proflt no-loss basis. 

9. Maintenance of imported computers and predominant¬ 
ly computer-based systems imported will be done 
either inhouse by the actual user or by the CMC 
Limited oi- by any other agency designated by DOE. 
The DOF. designated agency or CMC or the user 
responsible for the maintenance of imported compu¬ 
ter systems, will be permitted to import -spares, 
tools test equipment and software support for 
warrantly maintenance on the basis of CCP licence 
if so required. 

10. AH import applications will be processed by the 
DOE through IMSC within two months of the regis¬ 
tration of application in the CCI-Wing of DOE in 
complete form as per proforma notified from time 
to time. 

11. All actual users who have imported computers of 
purchased indigenous onc,s who arc required to use 
Hindi under (he Official T-anguages Act, will be en¬ 
couraged to augment their computing facilities for 
input-output processing of data in Devanagari in 
addition to English within two years of installation 
of the system of within two years from the date 
of this Notification, whichever is earlier. 

12. Within the ambit of the above-mentioned policy 
framework, all details of procedures will be laid 
down by the DOE through the IMSC from time to 
time. The DOE through the iMSC is also empower¬ 
ed to steer the implementation and interpret the 
policies and procedures from time to time. 


C. Software Development & Export : 

1. The Department of Electronics will set up an exten¬ 
sive research, design and development facility. This 
organization will be given special encouragement to 
not only develop knowhow through Indigenous 
efforts, but also import knowhow on a centralised 
basis where found advantageous and absorb as well 
as improve on this knowhow on a continuous basis. 
This organization would, cumulate n standardised 
menu of knowhow foi' making them available to 
Interested users and entrepreneurs, 

2. DOE will set up a Software Development Promo¬ 
tion Agency to eivc an impetus to the growth of 
manpower intensive software development efforts 
for both exports and local requirements Including 
import substitution as an integrated effort. 

3. Effective softwaie exnort promotion on a sustained 
basis can be effective in the long run only if It is 
planned ns a part of an overall software promotion 
scheme coveiing both export and internal require¬ 
ments including imnort substitution. Also, planning 
for softw.arc development is integrally connected with 
the plan for hardware development and .system engi¬ 
neering. The Software Evnoj-t Promotion Poliev 
of Jamiary 1982 will continue to apply but will 
include the following modifications ; 


(b) 50 per cent of export earning will be avail¬ 
able to the exporter on the same basis as 
for categories ‘A' and ‘B’. 


(c) All facilities and incentives available under 
the lOO per cent software report scliemo 
will be available to Category 'C‘ scheme 
also. 


(iv) Software exports shall also be promoted through 
satellite-based data links with overseas compu¬ 
ters.
